T THE FRANKLIN Automobile Company’s luncheon 

on Wednesday, Robert G. De Bow, vice-president of 

the Finance Corporation of America, vaiced some good com- 

mon sense on the matter of automobile financing that we

This newer idea of buying our transportation as we 
go along has removed the old idea that any man who owned 
a motor car had a mortgage on his home.

titled to do so. To emphasize his point that paying for motor | 
transportation as it is used is good economy, Mr. De Bow | 
cited the case of a man who paid an income tax of $150,000 
and yet purchased a $5,200 car on the time payment plan. 

The purchase of motor car transportation on the time | 
payment plan is frequently talked of as if this were a totally | 
new departure. It is nothing of the kind. It is simply apply-| 

ing to the present day transportation medium a system of | 
purchase that we use in the acquisition of almost every neces- | 
sity of modern life. We pay for food, coal, ice, clothing and | 
a thousand other necessities as we need them. Every bill | 
that we run as a matter of convenience is deferred payment | 
purchasing. We pay for the insurance that protects our'| 
families and our goods in installments. We buy our railway 
transportation as we use it. We pay for the houses we live | 
in on time. And as a general thing we pay the final debt | 
tc the mortuarian, or rather our relatives do, in deferred | 
payments. 

W hy there should ever have been any question of the |

on time .is hard to see.
